REVENUE CUTTERSl 
■SAVED 476 LIVES 


W ashington. Jan. 22.—Revenue cut­ 
ters of the United States saved 476 
lives and gave assistance to 210 ves­ 
sels valued, with their cargoes, at 
more than $9,000.000 during the fiscal 
year which ended June 30 last, ac­ 
cording to a report to congress by 
Commandant E 
P. 
Bertholf. 
For 
every dollar expended by the service 
It aided In saving 
property 
worth 
$3.97. 
Commandant Bertholf urges 
con­ 
gress to appropriate $350.000 for a 
new cutter for the California coast, 
$110,000 for an anchorage patrol boat 
for use in New York harbor and 
$550.000 for a vessel for duty on the 
Panama canal. 
He renews 
his rec­ 
ommendation for the consideration of 
the revenue cutter service and the 
life saving service into an organiza­ 
tion to be known as the coast guard. 
•T here is a consensus of opinion,” 
he says, in this connection, “among 
all ¡tarties interested that this will 
add greatly to the efficiency of these 
hum anitarian branches of the govern­ 
ment.” 
The report points 
out 
that 
al­ 
though there were no serious floods 
in the Ohio and Mississippi river val­ 
leys during the year the previous rec­ 
ommendation for three light draft cut­ 
ters to be used there in flood times, 
should not be overlooked by congress. 
The appointment of 21 cadets for the 
fiscal year 1916 is recommended in­ 
stead of 14 as at present authorized 
by law. 
The ice patrol work of the cutters 
genera and Miami in the North At­ 
lantic steamship lanes last spring and 
early summer was reviewed at some 
length 
The report contains a letter 
from J. J Jusser and the French am­ 
bassador to the secretary 
of 
state 
praising the work by these vessels. 
The ambassador quotes 
Commander 
Poncelet, of the French navy, as say­ 
ing “the presence of those vessels is 
a blessing to navigation of all coun­ 
tries." 
The report shows that during the 
year 28.787 vessels were boarded, 968 
were seized or reported for violations 
of the law and fines and penalties 
amounting to $204.310 were incurred 
by those so reported.
